tin Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
hohlen in the third and fourth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland,” whereby it was, amongst other things, 
5 enacted, that the several and respective Collectors of the Poor-rates 
and of all Grand Jury and Municipal Cesses, Rates and Taxes payable 
within any Borough in which the said Act should come into operation, 
shall, on or before the Third day of September in every year, make 
out or cause to be made out according to a certain Form an alpba- 
10 betical List of all persons who shall be subject to the payment of such 
Poor-rate Cesses, Rates or Taxes within the limit of such Borough, 
and within the collection of the person by whom or by whose direc- 
tion the same shall be made out; and that every such Collector shall 
sign the List so to be made out for his collection, and cause a true 
15 copy of such List to be prepared, and 'keep the same to be perused by 
any person, without payment of any Fee, at all reasonable times during 
the Ten Days next after the said Tiiird clay of September, and on the 
same Third day of September deliver the List so signed by him as 
aforesaid to the Town Clerk of such Borough ; and that such Town 
20 Clerk shall forthwith cause to be printed true copies of every such 
List, and deliver One or more of such respective printed copies to 
any person applying for the same on payment of a reasonable price, 
not exceeding One Shilling for each copy : 



And whereas the said enactment has been found inconvenient and 
expensive, and it is expedient that the same should be repealed and 
other provision made in lieu thereof; 
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It tgmfoiT QEimitetf, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by end with the Advice and Consent ofthe Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT the hereinbefore-recited 
Enacliiient shall be, and the same is hereby repealed, save and except 5 
so far as relates to any matter or thing done in pursuance thereof 
before the passing of this Act. 



And be it Enacted, That on or before the Eighth day of Se[)tcmber 
in every year, the Town Clerk of any Eorough in which the said Act 
now is or liereafter shall come into operation, shall, in a book to be 10 
by him provided for that purpose, enter the names of all per.sons wiio 
shall appear to be entitled to be enrolled as Burgesses of such Bo- 
rough, in the Burgess Roll then next to be made in right of inha- 
bitancy and occupation, and rating according to the provisions of the 
said recited Act, wutli the premises in respect whereof they may be 15 
so entitled ; and all such names shall be arranged alphabetically and 
numbered, beginning the numbers from the first name in such book, 
and continuing them in a regular scries to the last name in such book ; 
and the Wards in which .such premises may be respectively situate 
shall be distinguished, and such book sliull be made out accoidlm' to 20 



the form in the bchediile (A.) to tins Act amiexed, with so many 
columns us may be necessary for tlie insertion of the jiarticulars here- 
inafter mentioned of the several Cesses, Rates or Taxes payable 
within such Borough ; and the Town Clerk of such Borough shall, 
Two Days at the least before the said Eighth clay of September in 25 
every year, summon or cause to be euinmoned the Collectors of all 
Rates for the Relief ol the Poor and of Grand Jury and Municipal 
Cesses, and of all Rates and Taxes ptiyablc in respect of premises 
within such Borough, and also the Treasurer of 'such Borough; and if 
there be no Treasurer, the Mayor of the said Borough to attend at his 30

Rates or Cesses within their collection respectively, the amount of the 
last 'Jax, Rate or Cess paid by each person named in such book ; and 
the date of such payment and the amount of the Tax, Rate or Cess 40 
(if any) then due and unpaid by each such person, and the date 
when the same became due and payable, and shall sign the said 
columns ; and on the completion of the entries so to be made in the 
said book, the said Town Clerk shall cause a notice thereof to be fixed 
on or near the outer door of the Town Hall, or in some public and

in his said office, to he perused by any person, without payment of any 
fee, at all reasonable hours during the last Ten Days of September

able price not exceeding for every name, 

with the entries attached thereto, which may be included in such copy 
or extract so required. 




10 and limited by the said recited Act for doing several matters thei'eby AcT/rriuircd 
required or authorized to be done ; BE it therefore Enacted, That on A^t^aUered. 
or before the Twentieth day of September, instead of on or before the

And be it Enacted, Tliat from and after the passing of this Act, TimeofElec- 
the Council of eacli Borough in which the said Act may now be or triaicc! upim 
hereafter come into operation, shall, on the First day of December 
instead of the First clay of November in each year, as in the said 
Act mentioned, elect out of the Aldermen or Councillots of such Sect. as. 
Borough 111 the manner in the said Act directed, a fit person 
to be the Mayor of .such Borough, who shall enter upon the office of 
20 Mayor of such Borough on the First day of January next following, 
instead of on the day of such election, as by the said Act provided ; 
and shall continue in hi.s office for one whole year, from the said Idrst 
day of January instead of from the day of his election as by the said 
Act provided, and niitil his successor shall have acceiited the office of 
25 Mayor, and shall have made and subscribed the declaration by law 
required in that behalf; and in case the person so elected to such 
office snail decline to accept tlie same, or having agreed to accept the 
same shall, after such election, die, or become incapable of dis- 
charging the duties of such office, or cease to be an Alderman or 
30 Councillor of such Borough, the Council of the Borough .shall within 
Ten Days thereafter, elect out of the Aldermen or Councillors of the 
said Borough another fit person to be the Mayor thereof for the 
ensuing year, or the residue thereof as the case may be ; and at 
the like times, instead of the times in the said Act mentioned, the 
35 Board of Municipal Commissioners of any Borough shall elect out of 
the Commissioners of such Borough a fit person to be the Chairman 
of such Commissioners, who sliall enter upon his office, and continue 
therein at and for the like times as hereinbefore provided in respect of 
any Mayor. 

40 Provided, and be it Enacted, That whenever any day appointed by 
any provision of this Act, as a day of election, or for doing any act, 
shall happen to be Sunday, in every such case the election shall be be

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AND whereas by the said Act it Is ciuicLcd, llial the (.muncil of 
every Borough (except the City of Dublin) whiidi .shiili bo desirous 
that a separate Court of Quarter Sessions ot tlie Bciiee, oi a Court of 
Record for the trial of civil actions, shall lie or continue to be holden 
in and for such Borough, shall signify the same by petition to the 5 
Lord-Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland, selling forlh the 
grounds of the application, and the salary which they arc willing to 
pay to the Recorder in iliul helmlf; ami lhat it .slmll be lawful for Her 
Maje.sty, if she shall be pleased tiiercupon, to grant that a separate 
Court of Quin-lcr Sessions of the Pence, or a Court of Record for 10

Recorder vvas a Barrister of Six Years standing, sut:h Recorder or 
Deputy Recorder being so qualified, and acting in the perlornmncc of 
the duties of the said oflice, should be conliuuod or u|ipoiuted a 
Recorder under the [)rovisions of the saiil Act, and sliould bo paid 
out of the Borough i'uml the salary then payable to the Recorder by 20 
the corporate body, or such increased salary as sluill iiave been 
sigiiilied and directed a, s in the said Act mentioned: And whereas it 
is also providotl bv the said Act, tiuit every olllecr ol any Borougli or 
body corporate, except tliose appointed since the Sixteenth day of 
I'ebruary One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-six, vvlio aliould 25 
hold any office of profit at the time when the said Act should come 
into operation in such Borough, u hosc ollieo should be aholislied, or 
cease or become unnecessary by reason of lhat Act, or who sliould 
be removed from his office under the provisions of that Act, or deprived 
of fees or emoluments to which he would luwc been entitled if that 30 
Act had not passml, and who should hot bo re-appointed under that 
Act, should be entitled to have an adequate compensation in the 
manner in said Act mentioned, to be paid as therein directed for the 
salary, fees and emohiiTients of the office which be should so cease to 
hold, regard being had to the manner of his appoiiUmcnt to tlio said 35 
office, and his term or interest therein, and all other circmnstanccs of 
the case ; And whereas the Councils of some Borouglis may not be 
desirous that a separate Court of Quarter Sessions of the Pence, or a 
Court of Record for the trial of civil actions, should so continue to 
be holden in such Boroughs respectively, and have not petitioned and 40 
may not petition for the same ; and it is expedient to make provision 
for the Recorders or Deputy Recorders thereby deprived of their 
salaries, fees or emoluments; BE it therefore Enacted, That if the 
Council of any Borough in which before the saul Act came into 
opei'atioii within such Borough a Court of Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace or Recorder’s Court was holden, shall not have signified or 

shall 
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sliall not within Six calendar Months next, after tlie passing of tliis 
Act, signify in the manner in the said Act directed, their desire that

Three of them, shall extend to the disposition of such lands, tenements 
and hereditaments, with sndi approbation as aforesaid, whether by 
way of absolute sale or by way of exchange, mortgage or charge, 
demise or lease, and to every other disposition of the same whatsoever, 
25 which shall be so approved of as aforesaid. 

AND whereas, by an Act [rassed in the Parliament of Ireland, in 
the fortieth year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the 
Third, intituled, “ An Act for paving, cleansing and lighting and im- 
proving the several Streets, Squares, Lancs and Passages within the 
30 Towm of Belfast, in the County of Antrim, and for removing and pre- 
venting all Encroachments, Obstructions and Annoyances therein, and 
also for establishing and maintaining a Nightly Watch throughout the 
said Town and Precincts thereof, and for other Purposes,” it is enacted, 
tliat the Sovereign and Burgesses of the Town and Borough of Belfast 
35 for the time being, togetherwith Twelve persons therein named, and their 
successors, to be elected in manner thereinafter mentioned, should be 
Commissioners for the purpose of carrying the said Act into execution, 
and should be called Commissioners of Police of the Town of Belfast; 
and it was thereby further provided, that a Committee not exceeding 
40 Twenty-one, nor less than Nine should be appointed m nmnnerthereui 
mentioned, for assisting the said. Commissioners in cari^ing the said Act 
into effect : And whereas an Act was passed in the fifty-sixth year of 
the reign of bis said Majesty to amend and explain the said last-recited 
Act : And whereas it is by the said Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
. Corporations 
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Corpomtiulis ia Ireland, amon" other things enacted, that from andafter 
the time when that Act should coinc into operation in any Borough in 
which any meunber of t,lic body coi'povatc, or any person elected from 
among or out of the members of such body coroomto, or any person 
elected by such body corporate, or a particular or liiniled number, class ^ 
or description of members of the body corporate, sliouhl be when that 
Act should BO come into operation Trustee, solely or jointly with any 
other Trustee, for tlie execution of any Act of rnrlimnent, or of any 
such trust as tlicrein mentionetl, such acts, trusts, powers, duties and 
functions should, after that Act come into oiicration, l)e executed by the lo 
person who should thereafter correspond in ofllce with the person by 
whom the same ought to have been executed hoiore the said Act came 
into operation ; and in case there should be no such person, ttien that 
the Council of the body corporate should, by writing under the seal 
of the body corporate, appoint the peisoti udio in their judgment 15 
should most nearly correspond with sucli person to execute 
such acts, trusts, powers, duties and fuiiclimis: Awn whereas the 
said last-mentioned Act is now in operation in the Borough of 
Belfast: Ais'd whereas doubts liavc ai'iscn whetlicr there ai-c now- 
in the said Borough any i)crsons corrospomliiig in olllcc with the 20 
Burgesses under tlie Charter of the said Borough, who were, by 
the saicl-recitcd Act, passed in the fortictli year of the reign of King 
George the Third, together wiili the Sovereign of the said Borough, 
and the Twelve Persons mimed therein, and their successors, created 
Commissioners for carrying the said Act into execution ; and whereas 25 
it is expedient that the powers ami authorities of the said recited Acts 
shall be vested exclusively in the Council of the said Borough ; BE it 
therefore Enacted, That from and after the passing ot this Act, all the 
trusts, powers, duties and functions of the said Commissioners of Police 
for the Town of Belfast, under and by virtue of the said recited Acts, 
passed in the fortieth and fifty-sixth years of the reign of his said Ma- 
jesty King Geoi«?e the Third, or of either of them, shall be vested in 
and be executed by the Council of the said Borough of Belfast for the 
time being 5 and the Council of the said Borougli for the time being 
shall from thenceforth be sole Commissioners for carrying the said two 
last-mentioned Acts into effect, and executing- the several provisions 
thereof ; and the members of the said Council for the time being shall 
have the same powers, and be subject to the same duties, as if they had 
been originally created sole Commissioners for the purposes of such 
Act or Acts. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of tins Act 
the Committee, appointed under the said Acts for assisting the said 
Commissioners in carrying the same into execution, shall be dissolved; 
and that the powers, duties and functions which the Committee 
from time to time to be elected, under the provisions of the said 

recited 
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recited Acts, could or ejiercise or discharge, shall from thence- 
forth vest ill and be executed by the Council of the said Borou:.h 
ot Belfast for the time being: Provided always, That it shall L 
lauful (or the said Council for the time being, il' thev sliall so diiiik 
5 fit, from time to time, to appoint out of their'awn body a Committee, 
consisting of such number of persons as they may tlilnk fit, for the pur- 
pose of executing mid perforuiiug fur such period as the said Cmuicil 
shall think hi, the powers, duties and functions heretofore belong- 
ing to or vested in the Commiiiee elected under the said recited Acts; 

10 and that the Committee which shall be so appointed by the said Coun- 
cil, shall have and be invested with and coiiipetent to execute all the 
trusts, powers, duties and functions which under the said recited Acts 
might have been exercised by any Committee appointed thereunder. 

AND whereas by the said recited Act for the regulation of .Alunicipal 3 & ivi.a. 
15 Corporations ill Trciand, it was, amongst other thiniis enacted, that 
all powers and trusts not otherwise therein provided for, which by 
any Act of Parliament or otherwise are vested in or exercised by any 
body corporate named in the Schedule (B.), to that Act annexed, 
whicli .shall be dissolved by virtue of that Act, or any member or 
20 members thereof, in liis or their corporate capacity, or any limited 
number, class or description thereof, or any person or persons elected 
from among or out of the members of such body corporaie, or any of 
them, 01 any person or person selected by such budv corporate, or any 
member or members thereof, shall, upon the day on which such body 
25 corporate respectively shall be dissolved, and thencefortli until the 
grant of a Charter of Incorporation, as thereinbefore directed, and the 
election of a council thereunder, or until Parliament shall otherwise 
provide, be exercised in manner thereinafter mentioned ; (that is to 
say) such of the said powers as relate to the appointment of Justices 
30 of the Peace or Magistrates, or to the appointment of other oflicers for 
the administration of justice, or in anywise relating tiiereto, or to tlie 
appointment of constables, or other persons for purposes relatina 
to police, shall he exercised by tlse Lord Lieutenant as if he had 
been named in such Act respectively, instead of .such body cor-

Cities, Towns Corporate and Market Towns in Ireland in certain 
cases And whereas it was hy the said last-rcdted Aei provided, 
that at any meeting convened as by that Act is directed for the pur- 20 
pose of carrying the same into execution, every person wiio shall 
reside within the City, Town Cor[)omlo, Borough, Market Town or 
other Town where such meeting shall be held, or when tlic limits of 
any Town shall not be defined, who shall reside witliin a certain dis- 
tance in- the said Act mentioned, and who shall have been assessed 25 
or cliarged by the last rate made at vestry in tho parish wherein 
such per.son shall dwell for or in respect of a dwdling-liouso or other 
tenement of the computed annual value, according to the said rate of 
Five Pounds or more, shall be admitted and cniitlcd to vote, and no 
other person whatsoever: And it was also provided, by the said last- 30 
recited Act, that every person resident as aforesaid -who shall have 
been assessed or charged by n like vcstry-nitc I'or or in rcsjiect of a 
dwelling-house of the computed annual value, according to such 
rate, of Twenty Pounds or more, shall be eligible to be elected a 
Commissioner for the purposes of the said Act at the first election 35 
of Commissioners under the said Act ; And whereas no such vestry- 
rale as in the said Act mentioned has been made in many parishes 
within which such Boroughs are respectively situate, and by reason 
thereof the election of Commissioners under the provisions of the 
said Act is liable to be questioned, and such jirovisious of the said- 40 
recited Act for the Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland 
as depend upon the election of Commissioners under the said Act 
of the ninth year of the reign of King George the Fourth, have 
become or may become ineffectual; For remedy whereof BE it 
Enacted, That in every case in which at any meeting convened 
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pursuatiL to the provisions of the said last-recited Act for (he 
purpose of carrying (ho snrae into execution in any City, Town 
Corporate, i5orough or Town, an election of Commissioners shall have 
been made, and the persons so in fact elected Commissioners for the 
5 purposes of the said Act, or any of them, shall have acted as such, 
and shall, or the successors of whom shall be, at the time of tlie 
passing- of this Act, acting as Commissioners in the execution of the 
said Act, sucli persons siiall l;e and be deemed mid taken to luivc 
been duly elected, at and from the time wlicn such election did in 
10 fact Lake place; and tiiat all acts, contracts, proceedings, rates, assess- 
ments, matters and things heretofore bona fide made, done, authorized 
or poi'ibrmed hy any Commissioners so first elected, and all subse- 
quent elections of Commissioners under llic said Act, and all things 
clone by them, shall have and be deemed and taken to have had the 
15 same force and validity which they would liave or have had if there 
had been within the ])arish or pai-ishes wherein any such Borough may 
be situate, such a vestry-rate as in the said Act mentioned, and 
as if each ot the persons so first elected Commissioners had been 
assessed or charged thereby for or in respect of a dwelling-house or 
20 other tenement of the computed annual value according to the said 
rate of Twenty Pounds or more, and as if the persons admitted to 
vote at the meeting whereat such election may have taken place had 
each of them been assessed or charged by such rate for or in respect 
of a dwelling-house or other tenement of the computed annual value 
35 according to the said rate of Five Pounds or upwards. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing herein shall Nottoextend 
apply or extend to any election of Commissioners which shall have heSSrc ^ 
been at any time heretofore declared or adjudged invalid by any Court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

go And be it Enacted, That those parts of the said recited Act of the gomndi'of 
ninth year of tlie reign of King Geokge the Fourth which make it 
neccssary to entitle any person to vote at any meeting convened under 
the provisions of the said Act, or to render any person eligible to be rqieaLi. 
elected a Commissioner at the first election of Commissioners under 
25 the said Act, tliat such person shall be or Imve been charged or 
assessed by the last rate made at vestry, in the parish wlierein he may 
dwell, for or in respect of a dwelling-house or other tenement in any 
amount whatsoever, shall he and the same is hereby repealed, without 
prejudice, nevertheless, to any thing done, or election made, previous 
40 to the passing of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That at any meeting convened, after the passing itatiaguniler 
(fthis Act, for the purpose of carrying the said last-recitcd Act into gubsHtnL^for 
execution, or any adjournment thereof, no person shall be admitted or 
entitled to vote, unless he shall have been rated under the Act for the 
more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland, or any Act 
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amcnclinr. the s.irac, by tlic last rate made ii. the Union wherein ho 
shall dwlll, in respect oflands, tanemciils or hcrc.hlau.ents ol the net 
annual value of Fm Founds or upwards, nor unless he shall have 
paid all such poor-rate as shall have become legally . I ue, and been 
demanded from 1dm ; and that no person slndl be eligible to lie elected 5 
a Commissioner at the first election of Commissioners under the said 
Act unless he shall have been so rated to the rulief ol tho poor l,y the 
last rate made in the Union wherein ho shall rlwcll, in re.speet ol lands, 
tenements or hereditaments of the net animal value of .7we«(l/ 1 tiuuds 
or upwards, nor unless ho shall have paiiJ all such poor-rate as shall ,o 
have become legally duo and been demanded from him. 

And bo it Enacted, That if any controversy shall arise at any such 

meeting or election as to tho qnalifiealion or rigid ol voting, or eligi- 
bility of any person, sucli controversy shall be detenuined by rcler- 
enee to the rate-book or rate-books of the (lnardiiins of the Poor ,5 
Law of the Union or Unions in which such City, Jown Corporate, 
Borouvb, Market Town or other Town is situate; and lor this purpose 
the Clerk to tho Guardians of each anch Union shall iiltend such meet- 
ing and election, and shall then and tlicre produce the l ate m- valuation- 
book of such Union, in order that rerercnee may he hail thereto, if 20 
necessary, as aforesaid, and shall point out to tho person or persons pre- 
siding at such meeting, the entry in said book ofmtmg of the person 
whose vote or eligibility simllso lie in controversy as aforesaid ; mid the 
person or persons so presiding at siteii meeting as aloresaiil shall give 
judgment accordingly ; and if any Clerk of any Union sliall refuse or 25 
neglect to attend any sucli meeting or election so convciual ns afore- 
said, behaving liccn required to do so by a notice in writing, signed 
by the person or persons autliorised to preside at sueli inueting or elec- 
tion, or by any One of them, sucli notice liciiig either served upon him 
personally, or loft for him at the 'VVovkliouso of such Union, he sliall on 30 
being convicted thereof before any Two or more .1 nstices of tlic Peace, 
forfeit and pay any sum not oxccoiling Twenty Potinds, togetlicr with the 
costs of suing for and recovering or levying same, to be recovered and 
levied in like manner as all otlicr forfeitures, fines or penalties are 
made recoverable, and directed to be levied by tlic said Act. 5y 

And be it Enacted, That in framing the Registry, which tlic Coin- 
missioiiers acting in the execution of the said Act are thereby 
required to keep, and from time to time to revise and amend, 
of houseliulders occupying iiouses of the annual value of Fvoe

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act tIir Pom 
every rate to be at any time made by any Commissioners now or 
15 hereafter acting in the execution of the said Act of the ninth year of 
King George the Fourth, shall be applotted, raised and levied on 
the owners, occupiers and tenants of the houses, shops, warehouses, 
cellars, mills, yards, gardens and tenements liable to be rated and 
assessed under the provisions of the said Act, according to the net 
20 annual value thereof respectively as the same now are or shall from 
time to time be hereafter valued and rated under the said recited Act 
for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland, or any 
Act or Acts amending the same : Provided always, That nothin" 
herein contained shall extend to or affect the provisions made by the 
25 said Act as to the relative proportions of the said rates to be imposed Sect. 39. 
upon premises of different value, or any other provision of the said 
Act in respect of such rates, save only as hereinbefore provided in 
respect of the .substitution of the valuation under the said Act for the 
more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor, for a valuation to be made 
30 by the Commissioner.^ for the special purposes of the said Act of the 
ninth year of King George the Fourth. 

AND whereas certain hereditaments by the hereinbefore-recited 
Act of the ninth year of King George the Fourth, made chargeable 
for the purposes of the said Act, are not by law rateable for the relief 
35 of the poor, and upon that ground have not been or may not have 
been included in the valuation made for the purpose of poor-rates, and 
it is expedient that all such property, although not so rateable, 
siiould be valued in like manner and upon the same scale as that which 
is so rateable or rated : And whereas in the valuation made for the 
40 purpose of poor-rates, dwelling-houses may be in certain cases valued 
together with property not comprehended in that term, and a separate 
valuation of such dwelling-houses is necessary for certain purposes of 
the said Act ; BE it therefore Enacted, That in all cases of property 
which is or shall be liable to the payment of any rate or assessment, 
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under Lhc !.rovisioi>s of the hereiiibefore-recitcd Act, ;uul which t3 ov 
shall be by law exempted from the rate, or not rateable to, or which 
shall not be included in the rate for the relief of the poor in ti.o Union 
wherein the same may hesitnate, and in the case of .hvellinfr-houses 
valued together with otlier proirerty, tiio Gmirdians nl the Poor of such 5 
Union shall make and declare, or cause to be made ami dedared, 
separate valuations of ah or any such i)ropcrty and dwellmg-houses 
situate in any Ward or Tuwidand, or other denoumiation proper for 
that purpose within the Union, in like immiier and subject to the like 
direction of the Poor Law Commissioners for the, Inmi he.mg, as by 10 
law required ami directed with respect (o horeditanumte !ir.l)lc to he 
rated as aforesaid ; and every such separate valimlion of property not 
liable to be rated to the relief of the poor, shall contain in a separate 
column a statement of the ground of such exemption ; and alt such 
separate valuations, when made, shall ho subject in all respects to the 15 
like right of appeal, rcguliitiona, additions or alterations, ami sluill be 
of like force and effect under tlie jirovision of this Act, as any valua- 
tion made for the purposes of a rate for the relief of tlic poor, a.s nearly 
as the circumstances of the case will admit ; ami ctqnea ot such separate 
valuations shall be furnished by the Clerk of the Guardians of the Poor 20 
of such Union in the same manner and within the same period as is 
hereinafter directed with respect to copies o( the rales.

and every succeeding year, in each City, Borough or down where 
the said Act may now or then bo in operation, the Clerk of the 
Guardians of the Poor of each Union, situate wholly or in part 30 
within such City, Borough or Town, or within tlie limits of the 
jurisdiction of the said Commissioners, shall make out a true and per- 
fect copy of the then last made rate for the reliel ol the poor therein, 
and of such supplemental or separate valuations as are hereinbefore

AND whereas it was by the said recited Act provided, that if any Notwith- 
ineeting convened pursuant to the provisions of the said Act should 
deterraino against adopting and acting upon the provisions of the said 
Act, such meeting should adjourn sine die; and that it should not be bclidd^;mder 
1 0 competent for any householders within the same City, Borough or Town 

to make any sucii application as in the said Act described, nor should Sect, ii, 
anv such orders and directions, as in the said Act mentioned, issue for 
convening a like meeting within the same City, Borough or Town, for 
and during the term of Three Years, computed from the term of 
adjournment aforesaid ; and that at and after the completion of such 
term, it should become again competent to make such application, and 
thereon to issue such orders and directions as aforesaid : And 
whereas it is ex]iedient with regard to the operation of the said Act 
for the Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland, to authorize 
20 the adoption of the provisions of the said Act of the ninth year of
